At College Park Methodist church 
m College Park Sunday afternoon a 
touchingly beautiful memorial service 
was held for a young man who. had 
given his life for liberty and for hu- 
manity on the battlefields of France— 
Lieutenant Eldon F. Brewster, who fell 
in action on July 18. 

In thé little home town, in the 
church of his boyhood, it was a won- 
derful gathering of the people who 
knew him and loved him and came to 
pay their tribute to Eldon Brewster. 


Never in the history of the town had 
just such a service been held, one that 
breathed of sadness, but with unbound- 
ded love of country and patriotism, 
that will linger in the memories of all 
present for years to come. 

The church had been beautifully dec- 
orated with flowers, and a service flag 
with 34 stars hung on the wall to the 
rear of the pulpit, with a huge United 
States flag over it On the service 
flag were two gold stars—for Lieuten- 
ant Eldon F. Brewster and Lieutenant 
William H. LeConte, both slain in the 
same great American offensive. The

Gibson surrendered himself , imme- 
diately afterwards and gave up his gun 
to Patrolman W. E. Englett, who sent 
him to the police station, where he 
was allowed the freedom of the lobby, 
and chatted unconcernedly with the of- 
ficers there. Later was taken to 
the Fulton county Tower, where he is 
now held pending an investigation. 

Thought Life in Danger. 

When seen by a Constitution report- 
er Gibson stated that while he 
was standing in the doorway of Cone’s, 
at the corner of Decatur and Pryor 
streets, he saw Stewart coming down 
the street. 

Gibson alleges that when he 
spoke to Stewart, he suddenly wheeled 
as if he were reaching for his gun, and, 
thinking that his life was in danger, 
he pulled his gun and fired twice, both 
taking effect in the dead man’s back, 
one of them going through his right 
hand in its course. 

According to Gibson, Stewart had 
made several threats recently against 
his life, and it was for this reason that 
he drew his gun 80 quickly, he said. 
He refused, however, to make any 
statement as to the cause of the trou- 
bie, until he had engaged a lawyer and 
held a consultation with him. 

Threats Are Charged. 

Stewart had lived in Monroe for 
gome time a short while ago, and while 
there was employed by the Greene 
County railroad. 

T. D. Mobley. a young man who 
formerly lived in Monroe, and who is a 
relative of one of Stewart's former em- 
ployers, told the police Sunday after- 
noon that he had met the man who was 
killed Sunday several days ago, and 
that he had said at that time that he 
was going to kill a certain man who 
lived in Monroé if he ever crossed his 
path. Mobley is now employed by the 
Southern Cotton Oil company in At- 
lanta, and lives at 60 Josephine street.

Where Truth and Duty Called. 

“I would have expected to find El- 
don Brewster where truth and duty 
carried him on the 18th of July, doing 
his own part, listening to the voice of 
manhood and to the voice of his coun- 
try. It is a matter of pride that Col- 
lege Park had this young man to give 
his life for freedom. France, the land 
drenched with blood, always dear to 
us, now becomes sacred, because it holds 
the holy dust of our fallen heroes. 
This young man had a vision, and only 
a few days before he fell, he wrote 
a letter that is a clarion call to every 
young man of his native land.” 

Continuing he said, “God is in the 
world.

the smoke of battle clears away, love

SUBMARINES RAI

MORE SUBMARINES 
REPORTED COMING | 


TO AMERICAN COAST} 


A Canadian Port, August 4.—The 
United States cruiser San Diego was 
sunk off Fire Island last month by a 
mine laid by the German submarine 
U-56, which captured and burned the 
Canadian schooner Dornfonstein in the 
Bay of Funday last Friday, according 
to statements made by members of the 


crew of the submersible to sailors 
from the sailing ship who were taken 
on board the submarine. 

The. captain and crew of the Dorn- 
fonstein arrived here late last night 
after having been held on the U-boat 
for five hours, and then ordered to 
take to their life boats and make for 
the nearest point of land. Upon their 


arrival they were questioned by the 
naval authorities. 

They said members of the U-boat 
crew told them there were four sub- 
marines operating off the Atlantic 


coast, but they expected more to arrive 
soon. Naval officers here were in- 
clined to discredit this story of. rein- 
forcements, asserting that it probably 
was told to cause alarm among the 
civilian population in coastal towns. 
According to the survivors’ story, all 
but the captain were taken into the 
interior of the submarine, passing 
through the engine room to what they 
described as a “sort of hold.” The cap- 


tain, however, was kept on deck.

The crew of the Dornfonstein may 
have been mistaken in the identity of 
the German submarine which sank 
their schooner, for a dispatch from 
Santander, Spain, dated August 1, stat- 
dd that e U-56, “which arrived here 
under its own power,” was suspected 
of being in communication with other 
U-boats at sea. 

Another dispatch from London, un- 
der the same date, quoted The Times 
as stating that it was obvious the U-56 
was sent to Santander to organize the 
destruction of allied and ish ship- 
ping from a favorable spot.

GOVERNMENT LENIENT

Harvester Concern Must 
Sell the Equipment of Cer- 
tain of Its Plants—The 
Suit Was Brought by the 
Government in 1912. 


Washington, August 4.—Under an 
agreement between the government and 
the International Harvester company, 
federal court decrees declaring the so- 
called harvester trust to be an unlaw- 
ful. combination and ordering its dis- 
solution, are to be carried into effect a“ 
once. The company’s appeal pending in 
the supreme court since 1915 is to be 
dismissed and an order issued provid- 
ing for the sale of certain machinery 
lines controlled by the company to- 
gether with its plants in Springfield. 
Ohio, and Auburn, N. T. The terms of 
the agreement were made public to- 
night by the department of justice. 

Suit Instituted in 1912. 

The harvester suit was instituted in 
Minnesota in 1912 by the government, 
which, for the first time in the prose- 
cution of alleged combinations in re- 
straint of trade, asked for the dissolu- 
tion of a combination on the grounds 
mainly of size and inherent power. The 
case is the first of the more important 
anti-trust proceedings pending in the 
supreme court to be disposed of in this 
manner since this country entered the 
war. 

Under the terms of the agreement 
the company will dispose of its har- 
vesting machinery lines known under 
the trade names of “Osborne,” “Cham- 
pion” and “Milwaukee,” together with 
all machinery and other equipment and 
its plants in Springfield, Ohio, and Au- 
burn, N. Y., where the first two lines 
are manufactured. Because of the coun- 
try’s financial condition due to the war 
the government is inclined to be more

DR. JOHN PURSER 
WILL NOT LEAVE

American Troops Alone 
Captured 8,400 Prisoners 
and 133 Guns When the 
Germans Were Driven Sat- 
urday Beyond the Line of 
the Vesle. 


Washington, August 4 — Allied 
troops in the Aisne-Marne 
reaped “the full fruits of victory” Sat - 
urday “when the enemy, who met his 
second great defeat on the Marne, was 
driven in confusion beyond the line of 
the Vesle,“ General Pershing reported 
in his communique for yesterday, re- 
ceived today by the war department. 
American troops alone have captured 
8,400 prisoners and 133 guns. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“Section A—The full fruits of vic- 
tory in the counter offensive begun so 
gloriously by Franco-American troops 
July 18 were reaped today when the 
enemy, who met his second great de- 
feat on the Marne, was driven in con- 
fusion beyond the line of the Vesle. 

“The enemy in spite of suffering the 
severest losses, has proved incapable 
of stemming the onslaught of our 
troops fighting for liberty side by side 
with French, British and Italian veter- 
ans. In the course of the operations, 
8,400 prisoners and 133 guns have been

On the high ground beyond the 
Vesle the enemy has planted his artil- 
lery, and at different points has chal- 
lenged ‘the allies to pursue him across 
the river. Along the southern bank 
General Foch’s armies have 
down—not so much because they are 
unwilling to continue or because the 
job is distasteful-—but to give an op- 
portunity to those outdistanced in the 
chase to catch up.

German Losses Heavy. 

While the armies are moving, and 
while preparations for what may be a 
great struggle are being made, the 
cost and gain of the big drive are be- 
ing estimated. There is, no doubt, the 
Germans lost a large number of men 
killed, wounded and captured, while 
the losses of the allies are considered 
negligible, especially in men taken 
prisoner. Aside from the strategic 
gains made by the allied armies, the 
morale of the men has been wonder- 
fully reinvigorated. 

The path of the allied troops today 
was through territory that betrayed 
more and more the enormous sacrifice 
made by the Germans in material. At 
one depot near Fere en Tardenois, it 
is estimated that more than $4,000,000 
worth of ammunition and general 
stores fell into the hands of the allies, 
while the volume of supplies destroyed 
at this same depot is believed to have 
amounted to several times that value. 
In the remains of smaller depots in 
scores of places huge quantities of 
stores and munitions yet in good con- 
dition were found, the Germans de- 
parting so hastily they had not time to 
finish their work of destruction.

FISMES TAKEN 
BY THE ALLIES. 


After hard fighting the Americans 
and French have succeeded in taking 
from the Germans the important town 
of Fismes, once Germany’s great am- 
munition and supply depot, midway on 
the railway between Soissons and 
Rheims, while to the east at a num- 
ber of places along the Vesle river 
the French have crossed the stream, 
driving the enemy northeastward. East 
of Soissons allied troops have nego- 
tiated the passage of the Aisne to the 
northern bank of that stream, where 
they are in a position to harass the 
enemy as he endeavors to straighten 
out his line in conformity with that 
running northwestward. : : 

So fast has been the retreat of the 


Germans in the center that already 
some elements of their forces have 
succeeded in reaching the northern bank 
of the Aisne and getting numbers of 
their big guns across with them. All 
through the salient towns are still 


On a hill near one of the American ablaze behind the retreating Germans 


and cornfields have been set afire in 
order to prevent the allied troops from 
gathering the ripened crop. 

The fighting along the Vesle river 
was of a sanguinary character as long

PRISONERS TAKEN 
BY ALLIED FORCES — 
TO THRILL WORLD 


Paris, August 4.—The number of pris- 
oners captured tf the allies during the 
last two days will thrill the allied world 
when announced. The Vesle river, 
which was flooded owing to the recent 
heavy rains, has hampered the German 
rear guards, which were unable to ford 
the stream and had to fight for their

Fismes was taken after a heavy ar- 
tillery fight that be in the ddle 
of the afternoon. A few Americans en- 
tered the town Satur afternoon and 
remained there all night. They were 
driven out early today. The Germans 
threw gas shelle and shrapnel into the 
southern part of the town, making it 
inadvisable for the little party to re- 
main longer. 

Their reconnaissance had been com- 
pleted and they were ordered to fall 
back. Information they brought back 
materially aided the staff officers in 
planning the attack. 

The Germans, had placed guns on the 
crest of the hills one or two kilome- 
ters to the north, in positions from 
which they could pour in a flankin 
fire. By this time the American an 
Frerch aftillery had been brought up 
arid placed in position: 

The Germans had deen dropping 
shells about the town intermittently 
since daylight. Wien the Americans 
decided to advance it was after a care- 
ful preparation and under a sweeping 
barrage of shrapnel and gas the in- 
fantry advanced.

ALLIED TROOPS 
FORCE PASSAGE 
OF VESLE RIVER 


Paris, August 4.—The town of Fis- 

mes, Germany’s great storehouse on 
the Aisne-Marne battle front, has been 
taken by the French ‘and American 
troops, according to the French offi- 
cial communication issued this eves 
ning. The French also have crossed 
the Vesle at several points. 
; ‘The text. of the communication fol- 
Ows: : , 
“During the day we reached the Vesle 
to the east of Fismes. The enemy’s 
rear guards offered spirited resistance, 
especially between Muizon and Cham- 
igny. Our light elements succeeded 
n taking a footing on the north bank 
of the river at several places. 

“Fismes is in our possession. 

“Northwest of Rheims we have won 
ground up to the ‘village of La Neuvil- 
lette, which the enemy is defending 
with great energy, : 

“On the left bank of the Avre, be- 
tween Castel and Mesnili- St. Georges, 
the Germans were forced to abandon a 
part of their positions: We have oc- 
jcupied Braches and penetrated into 
|Hargicourt. We have also advanced 
our.dine to. the outskirts of Courte- 
manche. We took prisoners. 

“Belgian Communication, August 4: 
Our patrols brought in some prisoners 
in the region of Kippe and near Drei- 
bank. 

“Aviation: Second Lieutenant Cop- 
Pens, of the aviation service, on Au- 
ust 3 downed in flames a captive bal- 
eon near Zonnebeke. This was his 
twenty-second victory.”

The retirement of the Germans be- 
tween Montdidier and Moreuil is over 
a front of approximately ten miles. 
On the southern half of this front 
American contingents have been sta- 
tioned for some time. Along the north- 
ern half of the line the French, on two 
occasions, have driven into the Ger- 
man lines so that their front before 
the present German withdrawal be- 
gan ran along the hills dominating the 
Avre river from Castel to Aubvillers. 

This withdrawal, taken in conjunc- 
tion with the German retirement. 
across the Ancre, from Dernancourt to 
Hamel, about fourteen miles to the 
north, may mark the beginning of a 
German “strategic retreat, which 
may have been planned to forestall a 
British attack which London dis- 
patches had indicated was imminent 
in this sector. 

British Reach Ancre River. 

London, August 4.—The text of the 
official state — issued by the war 
office today reads: 

“Our oday/ have reached the Ancre 
river, between Dernancourt and Hamel, 
and are in contact with the enemy on 
this line. 

“The hostile artillery showed some 
activity during the night in the sec- 
tors north of Bethune and south of 
Ypres,” 

The official report from Field Mar- 
shal Haig’s headquarters in France to- 
night says: . 

“A hostile raiding por was driven 
off this morning south of Arras, with- 
out loss to us. Our patrols captured a 
few prisoners during the day in the La- 
Bassee sector. There is nothing fur- 
ther to report.” 


The distance between Dernancourt 
and Hamel is approximately six miles. 
Saturday it was announced from Lon- 
don that the Germans had carried out 
a local retirement to the east bank of 
the Ancre in the region of Albert. over 
a front of three or four miles. The 
British official statement indicates that 
the Germans withdrawal was over àa 
wider front than was shown in the 
London dispatch of Saturday. 


GERMANS RETIRE 


ALONG ANCRE RIVER, 
BERLIN REPORTS 


Berlin, August 4.—(Via London.)— 
The Germans on both sides of Albert 
have retreated from the western to the 
eastern bank of the Ancre river, ac- 
cording to the German official com- 
munication issued today. The state- 
ment says the withdrawal was made 
without opposition... 3 1 

The text of the statement, fallows: 

“During the night there was reviving 
artillery activity, which increased to 
great intensity at times south. of Ypres 
and ‘on both sides of.the Somme. 

“On both sides of Albert we with- 
drew without enemy interference, our 
posts on the west of the Ancre to the 
eastern bank of the river. 

“In successful forefield engagements 
south of the Lucebrook and southwest 
of Montdidier we captured prisoners. 

‘There have been no fighting opera- 
tions on the Aisne north and east of 
Soissons. On the Vesle we are in fight- 
ing contact with the enemy.”

GERMANS RETREAT 
ON THE LEFT BANK 
OF THE AVRE RIVER 


With the French Army in France, Au- 
gust 4.—(Bv the Aswobiated Press. )— 
The Germans are retreating on the left 
bank of .Avre river. between Bouges 
and Braches, northwest of Montdidier, 
on a front of five miles in extent. 

Allied patrols are keeping in contact 
with the enemy. ) 

Late reports show that Braches was 
occupied this evening, While Hargicourt 
and Courtemanche had been reached. 

How far the German retrogression 
will proceed cannot be foreseen, but 
the enemy probably will not remain on 
his present line.

U.S, SPENDS THOUSANDS 
f ON MOSQUITO 


Every Effort Has Been Made 


. While Uncle Sam believes in music 
for his soldiers, yet he is violently and 
unaiterably opposed to the evening 
song of the female anopheles, or any 
other mosquito, and the only selection 
he is at all willing to allow them to 
render is the celebrated “Swan Song.” 

In fact, Uncle Sam is so much op- 
posed to the music furnished by the 
various members of.the mosquito fam- 
ily that he has spent thousands of dol- 
lars in the Camp Gordon and Fort Me- 
Pherson zones in. a war of extermi- 
nation against these nocturnal pests. 
Miles and miles of dit¢hes have been 
opened, standing podls and ponds of 
water have been drained; lakes that 
are maintained for pleasure and other 
Purposes have had their dams and 
banks altered so that no breeding 
Places might be found by the trouble- 
some insects, and every ‘swamp and 
other place in the zone, including the 
city of Atlanta, in which mosquitoes 
might breed, has been attended to by 
the government experts. 

In addition to the vast work of drain- 
ing and ditching, the government keeps 
at work a large force of men whose 
duty it is to keep in operation a large 
number of drfp\ cans, which are placed 
over small streams and other places in 
which water runs or stands, constant- 
ly dripping a specially prepared oil into 
the water, which forms a scum or film 
over the surface, thus preventing the 
mosquitoes from arising to the surface 
of the water for air. Without air they 
cannot exist, and they cannot: get air 
through the film of oil that is spread 
over the surface of the water by .the 
oil that comes from the drip cans. 
These cans are scattered about over 
the entire territory surrounding Camp 
Gordon and Fort McPherson, and they 
work while the people sleep. For a 
time they were interfered with by van- 
dals, small boys and others, who 
thought their contents would 
stock, but now the government has 
posted near each of the drip ‘cans 2 
sign addressed to alien enemies,” in 
which they, and all other persons, are 
solemnly warned to refrain from inten- 
fering with the cans. 

The government has spent something 
like $12,000 in its fight against mos- 
quitoes in the city limits of Atlanta. 
And that is one reason why the At- 
lanta people can sit on their front ve- 
ranaas in the evening without being 
stung through their hosiery and bitten 
on faces and hands by the vicious little

That the mosquito is the host and 
the only carrier of malaria, is Uncle 
Sam’s reason for making a war of ex- 
terminaton against him, and in order 
to protect his soldiers against the dread 
disease, the civilian population is also 
protected. Atlanta is the mosquitoless 
town, and Uncle Sam’s forces ask that 
every person in the city aid in the 
fight against the little bugs by ap- 
pointing themselves health inspectors, 
with particular reference to mosquitoes, 
and whenever and wherever they hear 
the sound of the insect’s voice, to im- 
mediately report it to the office of 
the United States public health service, 
in the Rhodes building.

| TEN YEARS OF MINISTRY 
Devils . ' 
Fev. A. A. Little Begins 11th 


Year ct Westminster. 


Yesterday was the beginning of the 
eleventh year of the ministry at the 
Westminster Presbyterian church of 
Rev. A. A. Little, D. D. Ten years ago 
he came to this church, located then 
at the corner of Forrest avenue and 
North Boulevard, when the church 
comprised 265 members, owned a 
building and an adjacent lot, and was 
in debt $6,000. ae 

During this pastorate 784 members

The remainder, faith- 
ful to their trust, at once set about se- 
curing a new home. A splendid loca- 
tion was bought and paid for at the

Boulevard, and a commodious Sunday 
school room erected for 700 people. 


This building will be used for the 
church services until the old lot can 
be sold and a fine new church audi 
torium = erected. Ninety-seven new 
members have been added since the 
fire, and the membership is now over 


The Sunday school is ote of the 
best, being graded in all departments. 
William M. Everett is the superintend- 
ent. The church has thirteen elders 
and twelve deacons.

The fall of Soissons makes almost con- 
clusive the earlier predictions of many mili- 
tary experts and other observers that this 
second struggle for the possession of the 
Marne will prove to be the decisive battle 
of the war. ; 

The enemy seems to be in full retreat— 


roetreating so fast, in fact, that, according to

the latest reports, it seems improbable that 
he will be able to stop and give battle 
afresh on the Vesle, as was evidently his 
intention. | 


Town after town has been falling into 


the allies’ hands as the Hun has been press- 
ed back; line after line of his defenses has 
been broken and routed; and, as a sub- 
climax to the whole allied offensive drive, 
Soissons, the pivotal point, the northern 
apex of the Rheims-Chateau Thierry-Sols- 
sons triangle, and one of the great enemy 
bases, has been brought into bag by the gal- 
lant and determined forces of democracy. 

Surely, the battle now raging is Iſkely to 
go down in history as the Gettysburg—the 
decisive battle—of the great world war. 

This does not mean that it will be the 
final battle by any manner of means. It does 
not mean that it will be the battle that will 
conquer the enemy’s determination; for in 
all probability many more, and perhaps some 
greater and harder-contested, battles remain 
to be fought. 

But it does mean that, from all present 
appearances, it will prove to be the battle 
that marks the turning point—the apex— 
of the war; in fact, the beginning of the end 
of it! How far off that end may be, of 
course, no living man can foretell. 

Certain it is, however, the Hun- now real- 
izes, or is beginning to realize, that his 
chances for ultimate triumph are fast wan- 
ing with his strength. He is losing—losing 
in man power, equipment, resources, and, 
worst of all for him, In morale, civilian as 
well as military. 

Furthermore, he must realize that, more 
disheartening still for him, while he is 
losing in those respects, and with no pos- 
sible hope of recouping or recovering his 
strength in any one of them or in recruiting 
reinforcements commensurate with what is 
slipping from him, the allies are constantly 
and rapidly gaining strength in all lines 
that may have bearing upon the conflict! 
While his war resources are waning, ours 
have not been fairly tapped. 

Indeed, the situation on the 
front looks most encouraging!

MILITIAMEN “MAKE GOOD!” 


Almost “from time immemorial” there 
has been a pronounced disposition on the 
part of regular army men to disparage and to

In the battle that began last Saturday on 
the Marne and is now raging on the north 


bank of the Ourcq—several miles north of 


the starting place!—some of the most 
brilliant work and some of the most stubborn 


and effective fighting has been done by the 


famous Rainbow division, which division, as 


everybody knows, was recruited from the 


national guard units of various states! 

This division has done no better, perhaps, 
in the great Marne contest than has the na- 
tional army units engaged; but it has done 
fully as well, and deported itself in full 
keeping with the best traditions of American 
military performance. 

The Rainbow division, says the official 
review of the battle to date— 

“have made good their positions against 

the enemy’s best fighting. units. They 

have met, qutfought and forced backward 
by their fierce ardor picked Prussian 
and Bavarian divisions brought fresh to 
the field with orders to hold the line 


of the Ourcq at all costs. That line has 
been broken!” 


Thus is the national guardsman vindicat- 
ing the best claims to honor and respect 
that has ever been made in his behalf and 
setting to naught all that has ever been felt 
or expressed in his disparagement. 

His conduct on the firing lines in France 
has proven, as nothing but the test of fire 
could’prove: That, given the incentive—the 
incentive of an assault upon the honor, tra- 
ditions and rights of his country— the color 
of his uniform, the markings on his sleeves 
or shoulders, or the branch of the service to 
which he belongs, whether it be regular 
army, national guard, navy or marine corps, 
makes little difference to the general run of 
American manhood when it comes to the 
business of fighting! : 

American defenders-in-arms are pretty 
much alike—every one of them true-blue to 
the heart, “all wool and a yard wide,” and 
equal to whatever the task at hand might be! 


MAN-POWER FOR THE FARMS. 


The United States department of agri. 
culture is exerting every ounce of energy 
it commands to arouse the American public 
to a full appreciation of the national peril 
that exists in the present shortage of labor 
on the farms. 

Its efforts are commendably directed, 
and should meet with constructive and ag- 
gressive response. | 

Agriculture is suffering now, with the 
harvest either under way or near at hand in 
every rural district, because of the scarcity 
of laborers; but the immediate discomfiture 
—to say nothing of probable loss of valuable 
food crops—is negligible compared with 
what it will be a year from now unless the 
remedy is found and applied. Especially is 
this true if the war lasts another year, and 
if it continues to drain the rural communi- 
ties of their man-power for service under 
arms, 

Agriculture has contributed its full share 
of man- power to the military service. That 
is a statistical certainty. 

Other industries have done as well, per- 
haps, in that respect—certainly no better— 
but they, in turn, have at the same time re- 
cruited man-power with which to replenish 
their depleted ranks, from the farms. 
So agriculture has from two sides suffered 
loss of man-power, due to the war; and the 
unmistakable result is that agriculture is 
rapidly becoming “bled white.“ 

This year the farmers have produced 
more foodstuffs and other necessities than 
they did in 1917, despite the labor shortage 
and the general disturbances due to war. 

Next year it will be necessary that the 
production be still further increased, re- 
gardless of the duration of the war. 

The farmers this year have made the 
splendid record they have made by working 
harder and longer hours themselves, by 
pressing the farm women and farm children 
more intensively into field service, and by a 
more general employment of labor-saving 
machines. 

Next year, however, those means of 
ringing about inereased production will not 
be sufficient to cope with the demand. More 
tractors and other modern implements will 
have to be used; but many potential farm 
laborers, idle or unemployed in essential 
occupation this year, will have to be re 
cruited and inducted into farm service. 

This year many country children are 
laboring on the farms, and many women are 
working in the fields. 

Next year it will be imperative that an 
amount of human energy equivalent to that 
being wasted this year be applied to the 
soil and put to account in the production 
of crops. 

It is a certainty that the farmers cannot 
continue to increase production in the requi- 
site volume and at the same time supply ad- 
ditional man power for the fighting service 
and.the city industries. 

The only source of labor, the depart- 
ment of agriculture has declared with point, 
is the useless service of the cities—“able- 
bodied men employed for luxury or mere 
convenience and at tasks which women” 
ves, or children—*“can perform.” 

Law may simplify the matter of recruit- 
ing that necessary man-power for the farms, 
but whatever. laws might accomplish, 
more depends upon public sentiment when

Industry, Unified to Win the War, 
Will Work an Economic Revolution 


Few realize the far-reaching importance | 


of the action taken on Wednesday at the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce when Mr. W. 
H. White, Jr., acting under authority of the 
United States war industries board, welded 
the representatives of industry in four 
states into an organization to support the 


‘government's war work. 
For many years the national and state 


governments have discouraged combination 
in business and have contested the march 
of consolidation at every stage. Now as a 
war necessity, and as the only means of se- 
curing the efficiency of production neces- 
sary to win the war, there is effected, with 
the express approval of the government and 
under direction of its appointed agents, a 
unification of industry such as was never 
dreamed of before. 

This is being done as a war measure, but 
the indications are th the organization 
will continue after the was for the purpose 
of securing foreign trade, because in for- 
eign markets after the war American man- 
ufacturers will have to compete with the 
unified industries of other nations and to 
meet that competition will have to ‘act as a 
unit. For these reasons the organization 
just effected is one of far-reaching conse- 
quences amounting to an economic revolu- 


tion. 
Mr. White, the organizing director for 


this region, has described the objects of this 


organization as follows; 
Mr. White’s Statement. 3 

“Production of war supplies in the United 
States during the first year of the war has 
been inadequate for the government’s re- 
quirements. With the treasury filled to 
overflowing, it has been impossible to pur- 
chase the. supplies needed because sufficient 
industrial energy had not been devoted to 


their production. 


recognized the need of thorough-going in- 
dustrial readjustments; and plans are being 
developed for the diversion of energy from 
the less essential lines to war industries. 

„American business men engaged in the 
less essential lines have a two-fold reason 
for shifting to war industry as soon as pos- 
sible; (8) * ccause it offers an opportunity 
to ren er patriotic service to the nation in 
its hour of need; and (b) because the cur- 
tailment of the demand for luxuries that is 
taking place, coupled with the application 
of priorities rulings by the government, 
will shortly mean heavy losses for many 
hitherto profitable concerns. 

„Upon the effectiveness and the rapidity 
with which American business is readjusted 
to meet the task before It, very largely de- 
pends the outcome of the struggle in which 
we are engaged. 

„To meet the constantly increasing de- 
mands of the government for new resources 
and to supply the war needs »f the army 
and navy and other governinent departments, 
the war industries board hag created the 
resources and conversion section of the war 
industries board and I have been appointed 
director to orgayize the industries of this 
region, comprising the states of North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, 3 aryl Florida. 

“The primary object is to assemble as 
soon as possible full information concerning 
industry on the following points: Firs 
those not engaged on war work but capable o 
undertaking it; second, those partly employ- 
ed on war work and able to increase such 
production; third, those now employed in 
war work on contracts near completion. 

“To accomplish this in the most efficient 
way it has been decided to divide the coun- 
try into regions and organize them thor- 
oughly under the leadership and with the 
co-operation of the local chambers of com-

“It is desired to enlist the aid of all 
classes of industry and to bring this about 
it is imperative that all industries of a given 
région should be asked to participate wheth- 
er they are now members of business organ- 
izations or not. 

“With the afd of an able committee to 
assist me in getting this organization under 
way we have divided each of the states com- 
prising this region into sub-regions. 

“For instance, we are dividing North Caro- 
lina into five sub-regions, with headquarters 
in Charlotte, Asheville, Greensboro leigh 
and Wilmingtof. In South Carolina three 
sub-regions, with headquarters in Columbia, 
Charleston and Spartanburg; Georgia into 
eight sub-regions, with headquarters in At- 
lanta, Albany, Augusta, Columbus, Macon, 
Rome, Brunswick end Savannah; Florida 
into two sub-regions, with headquarters in 
Jacksonville and Tampa. 

Organization of Sub-Regions. 

“The plan for effecting the organization 
of a sub-region is as follows: .Organize 
through your local chamber of commerce or 
other business or industrial committees, the 
principal industrial city having been se- 
lected as headquarters for the sub-region. 
Each sub-region has a local war industries 
committee which co-ordinates all industry 
within its territory. Within each sub-region 
manufacturing is divided into the following 
Classes: Castings, forgings and stampings, 
machinery and machine products, rubber 
products, clay products, chemicals, oils and 
paints, textiles “and clothing, wood and 
leather, engineering, automotive, food, etc. 
Other classifications may be added for im- 
portant limes of industry. Wach line of in- 
dustry will organize its committee and ap- 
point its chairman. 

“The regional organization has an exec- 
utive committee, to whom al] chairmen of 
war industries will report and through these 
chairmen industry will come in contact 
with the executive committee, 

“In the sub-region the chairman of each 
industry makes his own suh-classifications. 
For instance, under castingn we may have 
aluminum and brass castings, gray iron 
castings, malleable castings and steel cast- 
ings. A sub-chairmen is placed in charge 
of each sub-classification. If the sub-classi-

‘THE ART OF KEEPING COOL. 

Last wirfter was one of the healthiest 
we have had in years, thanks to the unusual 
prevalance of excessively cold weather and 
the general scarcity of fuel. A great many 
people discovered, to their surprise and de- 


‘light, that a moderate household tempera- 


ture, even when compulsory, is the most 
healthful, after all. Only in unpatriotic 
homes and the homes of the aged did the 
thermometer soar above ‘70 as & regular 
thing last winter. Sixty-six degrees, even 
without any wool, has become the ideal win- 
ter household temperature in spite of the 
determined opposition of mollycoddles and 
people who profit on the equipment of mol- 
lycoddlism. ‘s 

Keeping cool in hot summer weather Is 
very much ahe same simple problem it is in 
cold winter weather. It is chiefly a ques- 
tion of fuel. For example, the fellow who 
has the beefsteak habit, the daily meat eater, 
suffers more, from the heat than his friend 
who thinks meat a little too expensive for 
an ordinary man today. Meat is a powerfu! 
stimulant of metabolism. It excites the 
system in the same way that alcohol does. 
Alcohol is popularly known as a “stimulant,” 
because it excites the circulation, the nervous 


* 


system, the dissipation of heat. Doctors know | 


that alcohol is not a stimulant, but always 
a depressant to the circulation, the nervous 
system and the heat regulating mechanism 
of the body. The fellow who takes a drink 
to cool himself off is as foolish if not as 
reckless as the fellow who takes one to keep 
himself warm. For alcohol merely dissi- 
pates body warmth without diminishing the 
production of heat or the sense of warmth. 

Meat stimulates an enormous production 
of heat, much more than any other kind of 
food. Therefore the meat eating individual 
suffers from hot weather much more than 
the individual who eats chiefly vegetables 
and fruit. 

In warm weather it is wise to consume 
larger quantities of all wholesome liquid 
foods, such as soups, milk, buttermilk, fresh 
fruits, greens, green vegetables. It is wise 
to cut down the amount of meat to the very 
minimum consistent with your age and occu- 
pation. It is wise to drink freely of cold 
water, not ice water; and water may be 
taken freely when desired, irrespective of 
meal time. . 

There is only one caution about clothing 
in warm weather. Avoid anything tight. 
Give the body freedom. .Tight shoes, tight 
corsets, tight belts, tight collars, tight 
clothing of any kind adds to the discomforts 
of warm weather. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Morning Exercise. 

I sit at a desk most of the day and get 
comparatively little exercise except some 
walking and taking care of my car. I am 
inclined to be rather too stout, though 
pretty healthy. When I first awake in the 
morning I am disinclined to exert myself 
much physically. Is it advisable to fight 
this disinclination and go through active ex- 
ercises? Or would it be better to wear it 
away gradually and take the exercises at 
night? (G. R. B.) 

ANSWER—Wear it away gradually, like 
this: When you first wake up take a few 
slow deep breaths in bed. Then lift the legs 
to vertical a few times. Then roll out of 
bed and stretch thoroughly. Then do the 
forward bend to floor, up, arms front, arms 
out to sides, arms up vertical, and forward 
bend again, ten times. Then body raise from 
floor on arms five to fifteen times, accord- 
ing to experience. Then squatting from erect 
posture ten times. Then half dosen somer- 
saults and go down to breakfast smiling all 
through ydéur system. 

: Climate and Asthma, 

Would a change of climate be beneficial 
for one who has asthma? Which climate do 
you recommend? (F. E. G.) 

ANSWER—If the seizures are not amen- 
able to treatment or their cause cannot be 
determined, it may be that change of alti- 
tude would offer some relief. I am unable 
to advise without examination of the patient. 
Since asthma is caused by protein poisoning 
climatic conditions havé comparatively little 
influence. 

Glimate and Kidney Disease, 

Please inform me if change of olimate 
would be beneficial for a case of nephritis 
with bronchitis and loss of voice. (Mrs. F. S.) 

ANSWER—Possibly, though the patient's 
n position to ad- 
vise. No set rules apply to the question of 
climate. 

What Won't People Say? 

I have spots on my face and a sallow 
complexion and I feel dumpy and aleepy all 
the time, and people say I have liver com- 
plaint. Can you recommend something for 
me to take? (Mrs. L. B.) 


ANSWER—People generally err in 4 
. nosis. 


The symptoms you mention would 
not indicate any livef trouble. Take two 
miles of oxygen three times a day on the 
hoof, a sum bath every day, six somersaults 
night and morning, a diet largely végetarian, 
and a lunch of fresh milk and breaa or 
crackers at bedtime each night,

$100,000 FUND CREATED

San Antonio, Texas, August 4.—An- 
nouncement was made today by pub- 
lishers of The San Antonio Express of 
the establishment of a fund totaling 
$100,000 to be maintained for five years 
for the purpose of combating and pun- 
ishing lynching and mob violence with- 
in the bounds of continental United 
States. In announcing the fund it is 
stated that a reward of $500 will be 
paid to each person directly respon- 
subsequent 
conviction of any person or persons 
instrumental in arousing a mob to com- 
mit lynching or participating in the 
lynching itself when the victim is 
white. A reward of $1,000 is provided 
under similar conditions when the vic- 
tim of the lynching is a negro. The 
offer applies .both to officers of the 
law and private citizens of any state. 


RAINS HELP CROPS 
IN THOMAS COUNTY 


Thomasville, Ga., August 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Rain which fell in all sections 
of Thomas county within the past few 
days have been of great benefit to some 
of the crops that were needing them. 
In the Thomasville district the crops 
were not in need of rain, but around 
Ochlocknee and other parts of the 
county there was more or less drouth 
prevailing, the rains having been very 
partial and the crope were beginning 
to show the effects of it.

SHORTAGE OF STEEL 
IS THE PREDICTION 


New York, August 4—If the esti- 
mates of the several government de- 
partments have not been excessive, 
there may be a serious shortage of 
steel. They are said to surpass pro- 
duction by about six million tons. The 
emergency fleet corporation has asked 
for 1,000,000 tons additional and a 
promise for “as much as possible.“ 

The war industries board has under- 
taken a survey of consumption, inde- 
pendent of those made by the several 
departments, with a view of assuring 
the supply for most urgent war essen- 
tials. The needs of the government, 
which early in the year were consid- 
ered barely within the capacity of the 
mills, have increased enormously, 
while production has not been expand- 
ed. From present appearances, it will 
be necessary to curtail even war sup- 
plies to conform with the output, leav- 
ing nothing for less essential indus- 
tries. : 

The same situation may also develop 
as to iron. Efforts are being made to 
distribute the outturn to best advan- 
tage, but even heavy production has 
been insufficient to meet requirements. 
Copper producers look for a higher 
price after August 15, and are reluc- 
tant to accept business before that 
date. 

Demand for lead has. eased off a 
little during the last week, but the 
market continues strong.
